ESTING ANECDOTES OF PEOPLE 
WE ALL KNOW 


THE KILLING OF GEORGE BROWN -OF THE. “GLOBE” 


Quite recently Sir James Lochheid was in reminiscent mood, 
whilst smoking an, after dinner cigar, on the ‘trans-continental 
train, on, the way to Ottawa.. The name of, the late Nicholas 
Flood Davin came up for discussion and Sir James related the 
following incident connected with him.,’ Mr. Davin came to 
Canada in the seventies on a commission from an English journal 
to write a series of articles on Canadian subjects, He became 
so much interested in matters'of the Dominion that he made up 
his mind to remain on this side of the water.. He had been 
admitted to the English bar but had to spend some time in a 
Canadian legal office before he could obtain his status in Canada. 
He accordingly allied himself in Toronto with the firm of which 
Mr. Beatty was thevhead and in which Sir James Lochheid was 
then a law student, Mr. Beatty was at one time Mayor of To- 
ronto and engaged in a number of other public activities and he 
did not devote a great deal of time to his law practice. When 
motions were to be rnade in court Mr. Davin almost always ofh- 
ciated for the firm and the wonderful addresses which he- made 
on even the most trivial subjects created a great deal of interest. 
Whenever it was known that Mr. Davin was to appear the law 
students. flocked tothe courts to listen to his rounded periods 
and remarkable declamation. Amongst those who admired Mr. 
who was a printer in the Globe office. Matthews himself, was 
Davin's rather florid style of oratory, was a man named Mathews 
a bit of an agitator, and when occasion arose could make per- 
fervid addresses at printers’ meetings and other gatherings. One 
day Toronto was startled by the news that George Brown, the 

~ well known publicist. and proprietor of the Globe, had been 
killed in his own office and Matthews was accused of the crime. 
Matthews selected Mr. Davin to defend him. The trial is a 
matter of Canadian history. ‘Mr. Davin made a most eloquent 
_ appeal for the quality of mercy, without avail, and Matthews 
~ “was sentenced to death. Poor Mr. Davin was very much upset; 
there was no hope of executive clemency. George Brown had 
been a well known public character arid there was great indigna- 
tion at the manner in which he had met his death. When the 
time for the execution arrived, Mr. Lochheid went to witness it, 
as representative of the legal firm which had defended the con- 
demned man. His description of the scene, after the lapse c 
so many years was vivid and interesting. He said that it was 
a leaden, overcast morning; that a pressure seemed to rest over 
everythnig. The witnesses of the execution were placed in a 
little enclosure in the jail yard. The scaffold, with all its sinister 
paraphanalia, had been erected along one side of the jail wall, - 
and had been surrounded by. a low railing. A few minutes be- 
fore the hour set for the execution the sheriff and the officials 
marched onto the scaffold with Matthews in their midst. The 
condemned man was the least affected of those pregent. As he 
stood on the scaffold, the sheriff, asked him if. he had anything 
to say. He said-“Yes,"’ and received the sheriff's permission to 
address those present. He walked to the railing surrounding 
the scaffold and lganing against it, like a practised public speaker, 
gave his version of the déath of George Brown. 
During his own employment in the Globe office, he had to 
work very late hours which forced him to walk home during the . 


dark hours of, the night. His way lay through a portion of 
Toronto which at that time had a very evil reputation, and in 


case of eventualities he had provided himself with a revolver, — 


* which he always carried in his hip pocket. A strike had occurred 
in the Globe office. Mr. Brown, who was a very forceful and 
dominant’ character, had refused to temporise with the men.

Matthews declared that he had 
had not the slightest intention fo doing any bodily harm to 
George Brown and deeply deplored the unfortunate occurrence. 
After he had finished this explanation he turned to the sheriff 
and said: ‘‘Now do your business." He was accordingly hanged 
most expeditiously.

HON, WILLIAM ELLIOTT, M.D. 

Twenty-two years ago, in the old Territorial days, the dis- 
trict of Wolseley sent to the Legislative Assembly its local medi- 
cal man, in the person of Dr. William Elliott, a man destined to 
make an important mark, not only in the politics, but in the 
administration of the North West Territories, for at a later period 
the fostering of the most important industry in the west—that o 
agriculture—fell into his very capable hands. A native of On- 
tario, his career, till he came to Wolseley, had presented no out- 
standing features to distinguish him from any other reasonably 
ambitious-young doctor. His parents were Protestant-lrish, who 
came from near Enniskillen. In 1863-—~August 29th, to be exact 
—there was born to James an4‘Eleandr Elliott, at their residence, 
near Mitchell, Ontario, the subject of this notice. The lad was 
educated at Mitchell High School, Stratford Model School, and 
Toronto Normal School, from which he obtained a_ first-class 
certiGnate. He studied medicine, and tn,1893 he eradtated MLB, 
with silver medal for general proficiency. He practised at Mitchell 
and in 1896 married Miss M. J. Carter, daughter of Mr. Wm. 
Carter, a well-known citizen of Mitchell. 

He qualified as a member of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons for the province of a, and.the North West Ter- 
ritories, as well as for Ontario, and took up his residence at Wol- 


seley in the North West Territories, where his skill, careful atten-

He 
loved children and the misery and

built a large dwelling house and 
into this. he collected fifty of the 
very poorest boys he could, find 
in the roads and lanes’, and taught 
them farming. “But like many 
men of large heart and broad 
_ sympathies, Pestalozzi was a poor 
business man’and in five years he 
had spent all his money and had 
to give up the farm. But he had 
done a great déal é6f good in that 
five years and although from a 
financial standpoint he had failed, 
yet to the world he had. proven a 
wonderful truth and that was that} 
poor boys and girls could be edu- 
cated and trained to work. Since 
that time industrial schools on. the 
same plan as his are to be found 
in évéry country. 


Pestalozzi not only gave his 
money to help boys and girls, he 
gave up his whole life. In 1798]. 
owing to the operations of the 
French army, many poor children 
in Unterwalden lost their par- 
ents. Pestalozzi immediately left 
his family and gathered eighty 
orphan children into an. old con- 
vent, taught them, played with 


tion and the reliability of his dignoses soon gained him the confi- 
dence both of town and country. The position he occupied was 
marked by his being appointed an examiner for the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons for the North West, Territories. Br. 
Elliott made no secret of his adherence to the Conservative party, 
but at that time, in theory at any rate, federal politics was not 
supposed to enter into local elections, and he was returned as 
a supportér of Premier Haultain's administration. He sat for . 
Wolseley till Saskatchewan was organized as a province, when 
he was returned as M.L.A. for Moose Mountain district, which 
included the burg of Wolseley. In 1912, however, he lost his 
seat to his feliow townsman, Mr. R. A. Magee, in a contest 
fought on party lines. e 

For the last two years of Mr. Haultain’s administration of 
the old- Territories (1903-5) Dr. Elliott served undet him as 
Minister of Agriculture; and the west never had an abler, a more 
conscientious, honorable and painstaking minister. A Regina 
newspaper of that period well described him as “‘a”good speaker, 
level-headed and not afraid of work."” As a speaker the doctor 
is ready, competent, practical and forceful, and he has the in- 
valuable quality of impressing his h with the conviction 
that he.is a sound and sincere exponent of the cause he advocates. 
Personally he’is among the physical stalwarts; tall and massive, 
and would probably tip the scales at over two hundred pounds. 
Since his defeat in 1905 the doctor has pursued his profession at 
Wolseley, and has made himself more solid than ever in. the 
esteem and redpect of his fellow citizens, and his rural neighbors 
and clients. He is still a young man as statesrien go, and it is 
‘to be hoped that he will be seen once more returning to the 
arena of public affairs, Men of his integrity and executive 
yd can be ill spared from public life.

. Most Important. of all Wealth 


ba value of the fish—includ- 
ing lobsters ‘and oysters—caught 
by Canadians is about $33,000,- 
000 a year. 

The most important-of all Can- 
adian fish is the British Columbia 
salmon. It is not a true salmon 
because, unlike the salmon of 
eastern America and other coun- 
tries, it dies shortly after spawn- 
ing, but salmon is the name it 
commonly bears. Not much is 
known about the way they eat 
and live as they seem to prefer the 
deep water, but when the call 
sounds they start for the shore in 
myriads and ascend the rivers, 
jostling one another on the way, 
in mad haste’ to réach the spawn- 
ing grounds. 

The salmon which is most used 
for canning is called the’ Sock- 
eye.’ It is rather small-for a’ sal- 
mon and weighs from three to ten 
pounds. The number of these 
salmon is greatest every, fourth 
year.

The Dog. salmon ‘is: so called 
because the teeth of the males at 
spawning season ate shaped some- 
thing like a dog's teeth. They 
are caught in large quantities by 
the Japanese in British Columbia 
and are ‘sdlted and dried and sent 
to Japan and China for sale. 

The least infportant of the.dif- 
ferent kinds of salmon is “the 
Humpback, which gets its name 
from the odd hump on its back. 
It is rather a small fish and weighs 
from three to six pounds. 

The halibut fishery comes next 
in importance to the herring fish- 
ery. Large quantities of halibut 
are still caught in the’ Atlantic 
Ocean, but they have become few- 
er in number in the wstern seas 
and fishermen have to go much 
further north and further out from 
land. to find them. 

The haddock, which is a mem- 
ber of the cod family, also adds 
to the wealth of Canadian fish- 
eries. It does not go so far north 
as the cod and no haddock _ is 
found in the Pacific Ocean. 

A large number of the sar- 
dines which we buy are caught in’ 
our own. waters. 
caught in nets with small meshes. 
After being caught they are 
washed and.dried. They are 
then soaked in boiling oil and 
packed very ‘tightly’ into boxes. 
Hundreds of thousands of dol- - 
lars worth of these fish are caught 
by Canadian fishermen every 
year. - 

* Whitefish as a rule prefer shal- 
low water, so they are usulaly 
caught along the shores of the 
great lakes. : 

Lobsters are found along the 
Atlantic coast of the Dominion. 
‘Their number is becoming smal- 
ler each year, however, and many 
plans have been made to meet 
this situation. 

Almost the finest oysters to be 
*!had are to be found in Prince 
Edward Island. They used to be 
so numerous that the farmers used 
them to fertilize their land and as 
a result, they thave~become quite 
scarce in all the Maritime Pro- 
vinces, 3 

There are still hardships to be 
encountered in obtaining fish, and 
the difficulties overcome by, the 
brave fisherman are great; they 


face many perils and meet great 
adventure’ in their calling.

“The “Speech from the Throne” 


As desctibed in the minutes, 
“The first legislative session of the 


Council ‘of the North West’ Terri-’ 


tories was begun and holden at 
Livingstone, Swan River, on the 
eighth day of March, in the year 
of our Lord, one thousand eighi 
hundred and seventy-seven, in 
pursuance of an Act of Parlia- 
ment of Canada, passed at the ses- 
- sion of 1875 intitled “An Act to 
amend and consolidate the laws 
respecting the North West Terri- 
tories," 
The notice of meeting was as 
follows:

7th day of March, 1877. 


Sir, 

The members of the Council of 
the North West. Territories are 
summoned to meet in legislative 
session tomorrow (Thursday) at 
Government House, at the hour

Lieutenant-Governor.’ 
A. E. FORGET, 
Clerk of the Council. 


All the members were present. 

I think these historic minutes 
of the first session are worthy of 
being reproduced in:full. After 
the opening paragraph quoted 
above the minutes proceed: 

» “On which day being the first 
day of the meeting, David Laird, 
Lieutenant-Governor of the North 
West Territories, His Honor be- 
ing present, Matthew Ryan and 
Hugh Richardson, ‘Esquires, sev- 
-erally laid their commissions be- 
fore hifh as Stipendiary Magis- 
trates for the said Territories 
which constitute them ex-officio 
members of the Council and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Jas. Farquharson 
MacLeod, C.M.G., presented his 
“commission appointing him a 
member of the Council, which be- 

_ ing done, the members took their 
_ seats at the Council board. Ame- 
dee Forget, Esq., having present- 
ed a letter from the Under Secre- 
_ tary of State and notifying him of 
his being appointed Clerk of the 
Council, took his place at the 
, Clerk's table. The kieutenant- 
then Metdrpened \ thse 
Council’ as follows: ' 


_ Gentlemen, 

" "You have the honor to er the 
first Council under the government 
of Canada, ever convened within 
the North Wést Territories. I 
congratulate you upon the honor 
and that you have been thought 
worthy of being entrusted with a 
large measure of the responsibil- 
ity connected with the administra- 
tiou of the affairs of this exten- 
sive division of the Canadian Do- 
minion, 

The late Council of the Terri- 
tories entered upon seyeral im- 
portant questions affecting the 
peace and order of this country. 

“It will be your duty to carry on 
the work of legislation with pru- 
dence, neglecting no opportunity 
to profit by such experience as 
residence in the Territories and 
free intercourse with the people 
is calculated to afford. Measures 
respecting the registration of 
deeds, short forms of indentures, 
and other subjects relating to pro- 
perty will be laid before you. You 
will also be invited to consider 
what steps ought to be taken to 
“Protect the buffalo from wanton 


buffalo has taken for generations. 

“It will be your duty likewise to 
afford such facilities as are in 
your power for the effective ad- 
ministration of justice in the Ter- 
ritories; and in consideration of 
the recent melancholy ravages of 
small pox in the neighboring dis- 
trict of Kewatin, you would do 
well to provide for the organiza- 
tion of a board of health to ob- 
serve the approach or appearance 
of any infectious disease and 
adopt such means as may lead to 
prevent its spread within your 
borders. . I invite your aid in leg- 
islating upon those and such other 
subjects as may come before you 
and in entering upon our joint 
duties, I pray that our efforts may 
be crowned with success by the 
blessing of Him from Whom all 
blessings flow." 


The minutes then continue: |;

“Resolved that the Council do 
now resolve itself into a commit- 
tee of the whole to frame rules 
and forms of procedure in legisla- 
tive sessions of ‘the Council.

The Hon. CG, ’'C. Ballantyne, 
minister of naval service, in his 
statement on Canadian naval 
policy, to the house, a few days 
ago, intimated that no permanent 
policy would be reported until 
after the next Imperial conference 
in 1921. He gave details of the 
cruiser, two destroyers and two 
submarines which have been gift- 
ed to Canada by the Imperial 
government and mentioned a 
very important and, as yet, Un- 


published memorandum which’ 
had been prepared in the Savoy 
hotel in London in August, 1918, 
at a conference of Dominion Pre- 
miers. This memorandum was in 
reply to an admiralty memoran- 
dum on naval defence and laid 
‘stress on the following points: 


(1) The proposals set forth in 
the admiralty memofandum for a 
single navy at all times, under a 
central naval ‘authority are prac- 
ticable, 


(2) From the standpoint of 
naval_strategy alone, the reasons 
put forth for the establishment of 
a single navy undér a_ central 
naval authority are strong but not 
unanswerable. 

Other articles of this memor- 
andum recognize the necessity of 
uniformity in construction, arma- 
ment and equipment, methods

A DREADFUL, SITUATION 


In all the chaos and upheaval which occurred in Bolshevist 
Russia, there is nothing that is more abhorrént to civilized ideals 
than the plan of nationalization of women. 

In certain: districts of Russia it was decided that women 
and girls be sacrificed for the ‘purpose of producing Soviet 
citizens. ‘ 

Exact details of the plan adopted for the nationalization of 
Russian women are not available. It seems to have been varied 
in a number of instances; but one thing is clear, and that is, that 
women were selected—to put it bluntly and plainly—for. the 
purpose of the propagation of their species, as if they had been 
domestic animals. Inclination or free will was not supposed to 
enter into the matter at all. Temporary marriages were arranged 
by members of a committee. Young women were mated with 
elderly men; and lads only in their ‘teen were indicated as hus- 
bands for women of middle age. Ladies of high rank and gentle 
nurture. were thrown into the arms of degraded peasants; and 
domestic life utterly destroyed. : 

OF course such a condition gave rise to some dreadful inci- 
dents. Bolshevist soldiers used their influence with their superiors 
to obtain for themselves, the women upon whom they cast their 
lustful and coveteous eyes, 

An authentic story is told of how one clever Russian girl 
outwitted the Bolshevist committee. 

She was a school teacher in Moscow; was well educated, 
young and attractive, She came to the notice of the nationaliza- 
tion-committee, who decided that she was wasting her time by 
not becoming-a mother, They accordingly called upon her and 
told her that a husband had been found for her whom she was 
at once to marry. ‘3 : 

She was in despair; there seemed to be no escape.

last, however, a brightidea occurred to her. She went to a friend Ranred. 


who was a member of the Swiss Legation and asked him 
_her and take her out of Russia. red i

: Immediately upon reaching Switzerland she made an appli- 
cation for a divorce which the young Swiss did not oppose and 
on telling her story to the court she was at once freed. It is not 
likely that she will return to her native land during the Soviet 
regime. ~ : 

_. » It is almost incredible that such a state of affairs prevail in” 
modern times; but they. are only too true. 

It is difficult to believe that anybody in Canada should sym- 
pathize with such conditions; nevertheless we have seen radical 
and socialistic gatherings passing resolutions of sympathy with 
the Soviet government in Russia. Surely’ those who pass such 
resolutions do not really understand the conditions that obtain 
under that government. : 


CANADIAN NAVAL PROGRAM 


_. Two anda half million dollars has been asked by the Cana-' 
dian Minister of Marines and Fisheries from Parliament for the 
purpose of commencing the work of forming a navy. It is under- 
stood that a permanent program has not yet been decided upon, 
that will come in due course and will be the result of the Imperial _ 
conference. A cruiser, two destroyers and two submarines have 
been given to Canada by the Imperial goVernment and these 
ships will form the nucleus of an establishment. : 

It is understood that the finai decision for a Canadian naval ~ 
policy will be postponed until after an Imperial conference and ~ 
will likely be of such a nature that it will fit in with the British — 
naval policy. It is encouraging, however, to note that the gov- 
ernment of Canada thoroughly realizes the responsibility of the 
Dominion in regard to this important matter. We have, several 
times, in these colunms urged the necessity of Canada participat- 
ing in an adequate peut in the defence of their own coast 
lines: The League of Nations has given this Dominion a status 
of a nation, and having attained that status we must participate 
in the responsibilities of adult nationhood. Although we have 
tremendous areas of inland country, we also have a fairly ex- 
tensive coast line both on the Atlantic and Pacific, and on the 
Atlantic at least a sea faring population, whose service as fine 
sailors may well be utilised in time of danger. There is no better 
career in the world for a young man than the navy with its 
high traditions and splendid efficiency. Every patriotic citizen 
of Canada should be looking forward to the day when our naval 
operations are commensurate with our national dignity.

The shelving of the church Union question for two years 
by the General Assembly of the Presbyterian church will cause 
widespread regret in Western Canada, and the fact that this 
result is admittedly bruoght about by vote of Eastern delegates, 
who have in many cases no conception of ‘Western conditions, 
‘will not tend to allay this feeling. The West has been in favor 
of chureh Union because it has been proved a splendid success 
on the prairies, Every pioneer missionary®who rides out into 
the wilds and gathers the scattered settlers together for a simple 
service in cabin, farmhouse, school house or barn, welcomes all 
denominations, without regard to sect or creed and to the 
honour of the Western people he is, as a rule, loyally supported 
by all. They may not have much money, but their hearts are 
in the right place, and such fare as these hardy pioneers have is 
freely shared with the preacher. As many as fourteen denomina- 
tions have been known to attend a service in a small .prairie 
school house, It is much the same with the man who has the 
good fortune to open service first in a prairte town, Everyone 
helps him at the start, but in due time the denominational leaders 
get wind of his success. Another church, differing but little in 
theological outlook, sends in its representative, followed often 
by a third and so the community able and willing to support 
one man in comfort, finds its interests divided, and three men 
struggle along each fighting desperately against poverty, while
